given any authority to any of its citizens 
to issue certificates to merchants and other 
Chinese subject to the exempt class under 
the sixth section of the Chinese exclusion 
act, Which permits such persons to come 
into the United States, provided they were 
ivrnished by the government with certiti- 
cates to enter this country, whatever their 
title, official rank, age, physical pecullarity, 
former and present occupation or protes- 
sion, and place of .residence in China, and 
that the person to whom the certiticeate is 
issued is entitled, in conformfy with our 
treaty, to come inte the United States. 

& oe receipt of this information, Secre 
tary Carlisle wrote to the atate depart- 
ment, detailing the facts set forth, and 
requested that steps be taken at once to 
ascertain definitely and accurately what 
is ‘the nature of the instruction of the im- 
perial government to its consular officers, 
and, also, whether any action has been 
taken by that government with respeet to 
the issuance of certificates to persons of 
the exempt elass by officers in China. Secre- 
tary Gresham replied with an enclosure 
from the Chinese minister at Washington, 
in which the minister states that the cus- 
toms ofheers are authorized to issue eor- 
tifientes of } lentity to such Chinese persons, 
other than laborers, who desire th come to 
the United States, 

All the Chinese consuls in foreign coun- 
tries are althorized to issue sneh. certifi- 
entes of identity. The treasury department 
is bound to aecept the statement of the 
(hinese minister, and the certificates will 
be issned. 

Simons, eonsul at Hong Kong, 
has informed the state department that he 
believes as the result. of investigations 
made that from five hundred to one thou- 
ennd fraudulent “notarial certifientes’’ have 
been distmbuted to intending Chinese im- 
migrants each month for the past three 
or fonr months.

At first the pris- 
oner watched him carefully with apparent 
anxiety, then Loalad on with fhe same indif- 
ference as heretofore. 

At 10:50 o'clock. on motion of the de- 
fense, all witnesser, except reporters and 
those summone] for expert evidence, were 
ordered excluded from the rooms. 

Morse's Ghastly Discovery. 

Morse testified that he passed the night 
in the. guest chamber where Mrs, Borden 
wis subsequently found dead. He break- 
fasted with the Bordens and left the house 
by the screen door, Mr. Borden going out 
with bim. When he returned tu the house 
the dead bodies had been discovered. He 
saw the body of Mrs, Boren first. 

“IT went up stairs,” he sai, “and under 
the ped £ had been sleeping in I found Mrs, 
Borden. There was bievd on her face. I 
Miss Lizzie Borden when 1 returned.’ 
Was Une lirst Uime he had seen her 
since his Aarmval the day betore. 

Cross-examined by ex-Governuer Robinson, 
he said It Was about 11:40 oc lock when he 
returned to the Borden house on the morn- 
ing of the murder. fie approached the 
house from the rear. ‘The street on which 
it is situated is a busy one. fie saw no 
policemen im the yanl; that the barn door 
wis closed and he hie: ard no one inside. 

‘Lhus contradicts the coummonwealth 3 al- 
legation that the police. by linmemtinte ex- 
amination of the burn, discovered that the 
prisoner could not have been in the barn at 
the time of the murder 

Morse told how the polic e had searched 
the bouse and he helped them. They found 
some axes, but he could not identify them 
now. 

At this point a recess of five minutes was 
tuken. While the witbess was testifying 
Miss Borden regarded him with hanrlly a 
casual iiterest. 

During the recess Miss Borden chatted 
with Mellville O, Adams, one of her eoun- 
scl.

Mr. Rosser ‘seemed to have much interest 
in the meeting.

Mr. G. A. Howell Talks. 

This speech brought Mr. G. A. Hovwe!l 
to his feet. Ile sald that he had looked 
info the figures, and found that the city, 
with the bonds floated, would have about 
sixty thousand dollars to spend fer the 
establishment of a water service and a 
sauuitary sewer system. This, he thought, 
was enough, The bonds wopld be SoO.000, 
and the town would get ip 813,000) as 
dues on sidewalk work and other ijmmove- 
ments, 

ln spending the $60,000, he could see no 
reasch why it conld not be made enough 
to put down a good bervice. 

This ealeulation was above all current 
expenses Which would be paid out of the 
regular income from tuxes, that amount 
this vear being $14,000, 

Mayor Nelms here interrupted the speak- 
er, and said that it must be told, in all 
honesty. that. in order to get the water, 
Wost Iynd tax payers must make up their 
minds to pay the fall dollar limit on every 
S100 of tax valuations. At present, the 
tax rate is 40 cents, while that of Atlania 
is $1.50 to the $109 valuation. 

Some other speaker showed that it might 
even run up higher than $1, and in this 
ecrse the trouble arose that the charter of 
the town only allows the tax limit to rest 
at $1. 

“This was the point that broncht out the 
question of annexation with Atlanta, for 
it seegned a good way to end a knotty rid- 
die of a question, anyhow. 

Mr. G. A. Tfowell moved that a eommit- 
tee be appointed from the citizens’ meeting 
to iin a committee from the eitY ecuneil 
of West End to go before the city eouneil 
of Atlanta for the purpose of. asking what 
protection and what internal improvement 
West End might expect on a treaty of 
annexation,

Judging from the 
advices which are being received trom private sources 
t © increase in the acreaze this year will be 8 per cent 
larger than that of last year. Possibly this figure m8Y 
be slightly decreased because of the overflowed land in 
Arkansas and Louisiana, which bas not becn replanted. 
Several large planters have decided not to replant, 45 
the water has not yet receded from their plantations. 
Clearing weather is reported throughout the cotton 
belt with the Mississippi river slowly falling, and bet- 
ter crop accounts may be expected as a result of this 
seasonable weather. The market here opened steady 
at 10 points over last eveping’s quotations, lost the 
greater portion of the gain, and at 1 o’clock was firm 
at che best prices of the day. There isan absence of 
speculative demand in the market, and there is no in- 
dieation of a quick revival in spequintive circles unless 
some information is received as to the probable action 
of congress when reassewbied. It is the absence,of 
this speculative spirit, and the tendency cf all merr 
chants to restrict sett nations ts and hold their re- 
sources well in hand, that prevented our market from 
responding further to the advance in Liverpool today.

stocks Writing His Statement. 

Inst after court adjourned yesterday 
oon Porter Stocks asked Court Ste- 
ographer Nichols for some paper to write 
’ -agrement upon. A greater part of yes- 
toy evening and last night was spent 
» this task by Stocks. Whether or not 
<. will read it today is not known. His 
‘tatoment, Which he read to the jury at his 
foriner trial was several columns in length. 
. is a theory—where it started, no one 
rs to know—that the defense will in- 
rsoince no witnesses at all today, but will 
slow Stocks to read his statement and 
‘rn the case over to the jury after argu- 
ment. This theory is apparently based 
con the well-known fact that if the case 
-es against Stocks, as it did before, his 

‘orneys will reopen the fight on the 
sround of “former jeopardy” in the su- 
oreme court of the state. 

The state may or may not introduce 
other witnesses. Solicitor Hill has stated 
that he would introduce no others unless 
it becomes necessary, in the judgment of 
himself and his colleagues, to go further 
into the details after hearing the evidence 
furnished by the defense. 

A new piece of evidence, or a part of 
some evidence, that has not yet been 
sreught forward against Stocks is in the 
shape of a nick or cut upon the sleeve of 
‘he caat worn by Alph Cassin at the time 
he was killed. The ghastly evidences of 
Cassinu’s sad death, the coat and vest which 
he was wearing when he was shot, were 
introduced by the state as evidence and 
‘dentiied by Mr. Harry Cassin, brother 
of the deceased: While looking at the coat, 
after the adjournment, Colonel W. C. 
Glenn noticed a cut upon the left sleeve, 
in a direct line with the glancing cut made 
on the left breast of the coat. This cut, so 
Colonel William Glenn stated to The Con- 
stitution reporter, had hitherto been undis- 
covered, but that it would be an especial 
point made against Stocks as it will help 
in the argument to the effect that Cassin 
was shot from the side. 

New Evidence for Stocks. 

The defense also brought out some new 
evidence yesterday in the shape of addi- 
tional testimony from Captain A. J. Lyle, 
and the result was a lot of agitation by 
both sides, the state attempting to bring 
out the fact that Captain DIsyle had never 
testified im that way before, but were un- 
able to do go until the witness had left the 
stand and was called back. 

At the last. trial of Stocks, or rather 
ut the mistrial, the testimony of Captain 
Lyle was that the last words that passed 
between Stocks and Cassin were those ut- 
tered by -Cassin. 
quoted by Captain Lyle were as follows: 

“Let's talk about something pleasunt and 
be white men,” at the same time offering 
bis hand to Stocks. Captain Lyle also 
testined that Stocks refused to take Cas- 
Sins baud. 

Lesterday morning, however, Captain 
Lyle testified that when Cassin told Stocks 
to sit down and talk about something pleas- 
aut Stocks replied: “Il won’t do it unless 


~ 


you. take back everything.” And he tes- 
tifed further that Cassin replied: “I won’t 


do if.” Stocks then leaving the room. 

The prosecution then began to question 
Captain Lyle in order to bring out the fact 
that he had never testified to those facts 
before. Judge Clark hearing the repetition 
vt the same question, informed solicitor 
Iill that he must put a stop to so inuch 
rpetition; that there had been entirely too 
much of it in the Stocks case especially. 
tie solicitor still sought to bring out the 
fact that Lyle had never testified in the 
Sime Way at any previous time. 

Judge Clark ruled that the solicitor should 
hot ask the question and the witness de- 
parted. 
.s efforts to have the testimony fully undee 
ood Dy the jury, as it Was important to the 
Siate’s case that the jurors should be ap- 
biised Of the state of affairs, that he became 
badly rattled. The more he explained to 
Juige Clark the more confused the question 
‘tue and the wider apart the judge and thy 
‘ccitor drifted from an understanding. 
‘cionel W. C. Glenn then arose and in 
tis usual lucid manner explained to the 
‘“orongh satisfaction of the court the ob- 
eet of this repetition. The witness was

He replied that he was 
shot. Stocks said: “Alph, I don’t guess 
you'll threaten anybody else’s life.’ The 
pistol was cocked when I took it away 
from Stocks.”’ 

Baird also testified as to the appearance 
of Holland upon the scene, and as to the 
manner in which he was greeted by Cassin. 
He thought that both Cassin and Stocks 
were drinking. ; 

Patrolman Ivy Was the next witness. 
He testified that he arrested Stocks for 
the killing of Cassin. That, at the time 
of the arrest, he saw Cassin sitting on a 
chair in the office. He was handed the 
pistol and put it in his pocket, and, on 
taking it out at the station house, found 
that it was cocked. 

Mr. C. K. Crow was the next witness, 
and testified that he was in the office when 
Stocks and Cassin came in.

JE don’t know what he was doing 
at the time of the shooting, ag I had not 
seen him for several days.”’ 


The Brother of Cassin Testifies. 


Mr. Harry Cassin, the brother of Alph 
Cassin, was the next witness. In answer- 
ing the questfons put to him by Solicitor 
Hill, he made the tollowing statement: 

“Il am a brother of Alpb Cassin, aud he 
was eleven or twelve years older than me. 
He was about my height, but he was some- 
what stouter than Il am. I was with my 
brother after he was shot, and never left 
his bedside except for two or three hours 
every day when I was simply obliged to 
have sleep. I bad several conversatigus 
with my brother. One of these conversa- 
tions, wnich was about the shooting, took 
place on the morning of the day that he 
died, which was Monday. He was perfectly 
conscious and rational. 

“Hie told me that he was sure he was 
going to die, and I tried to encourage him 
in every way possible. 

“T heard of the shooting about 7:45 oclock, 
not long after it occurred, and had just 
eaten supper. I ran to Redd’s stable and 
found that he had been taken into a room, 
and when =I got into the room it was 
crowded. ‘What's the matter, Alphy? I 
asked. ‘I am done for,’ was hig reply, ‘1 
was shot for nothing.’ ” 

The defense objected to this last state- 
ment of Mr. Cassin’s, and it was ruled out 
by the judge, the state not objecting. 

“He told me,” continued Mr. Harry Cas- 
sin, “that he was laughing when he was 
shot. He said that he didn’t know who had 
shot him until he was told that Peter 
Stocks did it.” 

The cross-examination by Hon. J. T. 
Glenn evoked the following answers from 
Mr. Cassin: 

“TI tried to encourage my brother at all 
times. JT told him that I would take him 
to Indian Springs. I did not tell him that 
ai] the arrangements had been made. [I 
was with my brother nearly all the time. 
I was not with him when Judge Manning 
was sent for, nor was I there when he 
eame. I was sleeping at Judge Hillyer’s 


home.” 
Coroner Ben Davis’s Evidence. 


“We tender, your honor,” said Solicitor 
Hill, “the stenographic report of Coroner 
Ben J. Davis’s testimony, as he is dead.” 

The testimony of Coroner Davis was to 
the effect that he held an inquest over Cas- 
sins body, but that there was no steno- 
graphic Teport of the evidence authorized. 
he coroner himself tovk a running report, 
whieh at the time, he stated, he had in his 
oflice. He testified that it was not abso- 
lutely correct, but that it was correct as 
far as it went. 

On the cross-examination the coroner sta- 
ted that he was not a stenographer, but took 
inerely what he considered to be the most 
lmportant poitts. Lie didn’t object to a 
shorthand report. 

“This t¢@fimony was read,” said Solicitor 
Hill, “for the purpose of showing that there 
was no authorized stenographic report of

“A SLY DRUMMER 


He Hailed from Atlanta and Told Augus- 
tians Things They Liked to Hear, 


THEN HE SOLD THEM LARGE ORDERS 


The Fountain City Proud of the Fact That 
She Ought to Sell More Sugar Than 
She Does—Freight Raies., 


The Augusta Chronicle tells, with double- 
lended glee, of an Atlanta drummer who 
told it, that if he traveled from Augusta 
he could sell Atlanta all her sugar, mo- 
lasses, coffee and tea. He would just get 
the goods from the east and rush up to 
Atlanta, paying local freight rates. He is 
Quoted as saying: “The freight rates on 


certain grades of sugar to  At- 
lanta is 47 #4xcents. per hundred, 
While the rate to Augusta is only 


27 cents.” Out of the difference in freight 
the drummer would make a handsome 
profit, so he told in Augusta, 

This was shown to some Atlanta mer- 
chants yesterday. 

“Why, son, don’t you see through that?” 
said one. “I reckon that must have been 
ove of our drummers, and you can just 
set it down for a fact that he told that 
story to jolly up the Augusta merchants, 
and then he sold them big bills of goods. 
Our boys are mighty slick. They are as 
bright as the sharpers who follow a circus. 
You see it takes sume nerve to go right 
into a town that purports to be a whole- 
sile city and sell to the trade there. Of 
course, confidentially, we don’t want to 
handle sugar. ‘There is no money in it. It 
is heavy. The best freight rates that you 
can get are high. The loss is considerable. 
and the merchant ties up a pile of capital 
in sugar if he handles much of it. Some of 
our houses de not sell it if they can: pos- 
sibly get around doing it without losing a 
good customer, We are not worried about 
Augusta. It is true that she has an advan- 
tuge in the rate on sugar but it is not such 
i difference as the drummer ig quoted as 
stating, 

“You notice that he does not say where 
those rates are from. Atlanta’s rate from 
New Orleans on sugar is 33 cents a hun- 
dred, I think. Between that and 47 cents, 
which may be the rate on some certain 
grades of sugar from New York, there is a 
big difference. Augusta has an advantage 
over us On goods from the east and perhaps 
~ Cents a hundred on certain classes from 
the west. Augusta has water competition, 
but Atlanta has push and a knack of sell- 
ing her goods right under the nose of her 
neighbors. Chattanooga has ‘advantages 
over us that are a heap harder to meer but 
we take care of ourselves, even in the face 
of discrimination by the railroads. There 
Is No reason why Chattanooga snould have 
a Tate on sash, blinds and doors, for in- 
stance, from Cincinnati, less than half 
Atlanta's rate. I do not know what Augus- 
ta would do if she did not have an advan- 
tage over us in rates. Her wholesale mer- 
chants would only be able to sell to the 
retall merchants in their own town. In- 
stead of bragging about the discrimination 
Augasta ought to go ahead and make the 
handsome profit which the Atlanta drum- 
mer told them of. They have not made it 
that is sure, and the drummer put the 
drinks on them. 

“You never hear the Atlanta merchants 
complaining about Augusta. I do not re- 
memver of a case. As I said before, we 
are hot anxious to sell sugar anyway, but 
when it comes to lightweight goods, say 
hats for instance, we will go as far as any 
of them, selling, I expect, even into Texas. 
here are some rates to Atlanta that are 
higher than we like. but in spite. of that 


we. do the business sometimes. I 
have thought the explanation of 
the discrimination Against Atlanta 


Where it exists is ont of consideration for 
our neighbors. The Lord only knows where 
we would reach if we were on an equal 
footing with the other cities around. Chat- 
tanooga nnd Augusta ought to be very 
thankful to the railroads and the steam- 
boats for the advantages they get there- 
from. They would also do well to be wary 
of the Atlanta drunimer'’s taffy. That is 
where Atlanta gets in her ‘sweetening,’ as 
The Chronicle ealls it.’”’

HAVE SERIOUSLY IMPEDED FARM WORK. 


In South Georgia the Conditions Have 
Been More Favorable—The Cool 
Winds Hold Vegetation Back. 


-—_—_—_ > 


’ (he past seven days has been more kind 
to the farmers of southern Georgia than 
to those of other portions of the state. 
In the more northerly districts, extensive 
rains have fallen, and have done much 
damage by washing lands and beating down 
crops. In the south, on the other band, 
the rains have been no more than were 
needed, and have been interspersed with 
intervals of hot and growing weather. 
Crops are now, as a rule, in good average 
condition throughout the state, only a 
little late. Cotton, however, forme an ex- 
ception, and can hardly reach a normal 
state this year under the most favorable 
conditions. This statement, it should be 
remembered, applies to the conditions of 
growth and takes no account of increased 
acreage, which must be eonsidered in de- 
termining the size of the crop. 

During the past week, the farmers of the 
northwestern counties have done little culti- 
wating, owing to the unfavorable weather. 
The weather has been too wet for all 
crops, especially those on lowlands, where 

the soil has been considerably washed and 
flooded by the heavy rainfall. Hillside 
land has also been washed. Wheat and 
Oats are growing nicely, but are somewhat 
overrun with grass, which has grown rapid- 
ly during the wet weather. Some com- 
laints are also made that rust has appeared 
n wheat. Harvesting of these grains will 

robably begin during the coming week. 

be general condition of cotton has not 
improved the past week. Chopping has 
been almost finished. Corn is being plowed 

over the second time, and there will be a 
good crop. Gardens and all vegetables are 
doing well. 

There has been an excess of rainfall in 
the northern ‘section, which has washed 
out crops considerably, and also delayed 
the cultivation of the soil. Cool weather 
and high winds are also complained of, 
the former retarding the advancement of 
grain and cotton, while the latter has in 
some places blown much fruit from the 
trees. Wheat and rye are in bloom, and 
@re generally in good condition, but a few 
correspondents report these crops rusty 
and getting yellow. Spring oats are very 
fine. Cotton is small, with poor stands, 
but in many localities is growing fairly 
well, while in a few places, on gray lands, 
It is dying off rapidly. Peaches are ripening, 
but a large part of this crop has been 
blown from the trees, and reports indicate 
that there will not be over half an uverage 
— Irish potatoes and garden truck have 

een benefitted by the frequent showers, 
and are growing rapidly. Hail fell in For- 
syth county on the Ist, but little damage 
was done. 

In the northeast there has also been an 
excess of rainfall, which has been unequally 
distributed, causing a washout in some 
localities. Wheat and oats are being har- 
vested as rapidiy as the wet and unset- 
tled weather will permit. Both crops are 
in good condition, but some complaints 
mre made of rust in the former. Cotton is 
small, but growing rapidly. Chopping is 
over. Corn, although somewhat backward 
in growth, is in fair condition and is being 
worked over for the third time. The fre- 

uent showers have been very favorable 
or grass, which is growing rapidly. Rye 
looks nice. Peaches are still falling from 
the trees and the crop will probably be 
small. Apples are in excellent codition. 

In western Georgia the absence of sun- 
shine and the occurrence of daily rains 
bave retarded the growth of cotton.. At 
the same time the grass has made rapid 
headway, which the weather has rendered 
it impossible to control. A considerable 
portion of the crop remains unchopped. 
Aside from cotton, crops are in fairly good 
condition except in some places where they 
are badly washer. ‘he harvesting of 
pats is nearly completed and the crop is a 
good one. Wheat is beginning to be cut 
and the prospect is good if the weather is 
favorable. While the abundant rain has 
retarded cotton and interfered with har- 
vesting, it has stimulated a rapid growth 
pf corn, which is receiving its last plowing 

nd in some cases is already laid by. Fruit 
Ss not going to be a heavy crop, especialiy 
peaches and apples. . Peaches are beginning 
to ripen. Grape. vines are well loaded. 

severe hailstorm was reported in the 
western part of l‘ayette county, followed by 
the heaviest rainfall within memory. The 
melon crop is a little late, but a week of 
sunshine will bring them forward rapidly. 

All crops in the central counties look 
promising. Warm weather has prevented 
worms and lice from working jn the cotton. 

The chopping of this crop is not yet com- 
pleted. Much rain has fallen through this 
section. The fall of rain was so heavy 
In portions of Greene and Monroe counties 
that crops have been greatly damaged. The 
most severe injury was done to corn. The 
showery weath has also made it difficult to 
ecure wheat in a dry state. The oat erop 

s about all gathered and the yield is good. 
Corn is everywhere reported in good con- 
dition. Complaints are made of its tassel- 
ing low, but they are not general. Fruit 
is maturing rapidly. It is still dropping 
and many trees are afllicted with yellows 
in portions of Crawford county. Bad re- 
ports are received from all localities in 
regard to the condition of the peach crop. 
In some cases the fruit is rotting and in 
others the trees are bare, most of the crop 
having dropped off. The weather has been 
excellent for planting potato slips and large 
numbers are being set out. Melons seem 
to be later than usual. In some fields they 
are looking well, while in others they are 
dying. , 

In the eastern section the week has been 
favorable. The rainfall has been variable— 
in some places more than was needed, while 
in others still more is desired. The latter 
is the case in the upland rice fields, while 
tidewater rice shows fine stands 
in prime condition. The corn crop 
is some days late and  corres- 

ondingly small. It is, however, in good 
ealthy condition. Cotton is also small, 
and in some cases yellow from excessive 
moisture. Chopping is mostly done, and 
the second hoeing ig weil under way. In 
this part of the state, there has been a fair 
amount of sunshiny weather, and farm 
‘work is well up. Abundant heat the past 
week has caused a rapid growth of all 
crops. Oats have been cut and housed 
and the crop is a good average one. ex. 
cept in the more northerly counties, where 
heavier rains have interfered with the 
harvest. From the truck farmers highly 
favorable reports are received. Irish pota- 
toes have turned out prime. Beans, cn- 
cumbers and tomatoes are being marketed. 

From southwest Georgia reports are re- 
ceived of the excellent condition of crops. 
Rains during the past week have generally 
been plenty, but in no county has there 
been reported too much rainfall. Though 
rain fe! on several different days, coming 
as it did in the form of intermittent show- 
ers, there was plenty of warm sunshiny 
weather in the intervals between the show- 
ers. All vegetation has been owing rap- 

dly. Cotton is much naptevel. The cro 
4s about chopped out to the regulation stand, 
and blooms are now beginning to be fre- 
quently seen. The corn crop, if it con-

MR. F. J. ENGLES DEAD. 


This Well-Know Gentieman Passes Away 
Karly Yesterday Morning. 


Early yesterday morning, Mr. Fred J. 
Engles, one of the best known business 
men in this city, died at his home on Bass 
street. 

Mr. Engles had not been ill for any 
length of time, and the intelligence of his 
death will cause general gurprise. It was 
a very sudden taking off, as he was ap- 
parently quite well the day before, and 
seemed to be in his usual good health and 
spirits. 

Tuesday afternoon he wae at his place 
of business on Broad street, and answered 
several lesters which required his atten- 
tion.

The walk from the store of Guimarin, 
Engles & Co. to the home of Mr. Engles 
is about a mile, which is a very pleasant 
distance for an active, energetic man to 
walk. After reaching home, Mr. Engles 
pulled off his coat and went into the gar- 
den to- work. He was engaged in thie 
oceupition for quite a while, and, after 
satisfying himself with his labor, he went 
back again into the house. 

He seemed to be in excellent spirits, and 
was perfectly himself. No one saw any 
indieation in his manner which portended 
the awful calamity which wae gocn to be- 
fall him and his family. 

At the usual time, he retired to his 
bed and went tg sleep. In the middle of 
the night Mrs. Engles, his wife,. was 
startled by hearing a aoise in the room. 
Locking up she saw her husband was the 
cause of the disturbance. He was stand- 
ing at the window. In reply to her anxious 
question, he stated that he was ill, but 
thought he would be all right in a few 
minutes. 

He shortly went back to bed and passed 
into a light sleep. At 1 o’clock he awoke 
for the second time,-and this time his wife 
betame uneasy. A physician wasysent for, 
but failed to respond. In the meantime, 
Mr. FEngles felt that death was upon him, 
and, lifting himself up in his bed, he kissed 
for the last time the devoted partner who 
had been his companion for so many years, 
and then‘sank back on his pillow. 

Within a few seconds from that time, 
he was dead. 

Mr. Engles was known all over Atlanta, 
and no man had a larger number of loyal 
friends. He had been engaged in the 
plumbing business for a number of rears, 
and carried on a very successful business 
in this city. 

He was forty-four years of age, and came 
to Atlanta -several years ago. As the 
junior member of the firm of Gumarin, 
Englées & Co., he has had the contracts for 
plumbing in a large number of the homes 
which have recently been built in this 
city. 

He was a man unricht and honorable 
in all the relations of life. He believed in 
giving every man his dues; and exacted the 
same treatmert from evervbody else. His 
place will be hard to fill, and his use- 
fulness as a man and a citizen Will long 
be remembered.

THEY WILL WITHDRAW CONCESSIONS. 


The Executive Board Is Charged with the 
Duty of Seeing That the Tariff Is 
Strictly Maintained inthe Future.

The fire companies are going to discon- 
tinue concessions to policy holders in the 
southern This means that the 
companies will simply hold to the tariff 
ard not make special rates. In the past, 
the tariff of the Southeastern association 
lias been more honored in the breach than 
in the observance. It was a guide, but 
not strictly and absolutely followed. 

Recently, when the representatives of 
the seventy companies belonging to the 
Southeastern Tariff Association met in 
Washington and compared notes, they 
realized that it was time to bring about at 
change in the methods of dving business 
in the south. 

Eight states are embraced in the terri- 
tory of¢ this association. In these states, 
the companies got $10,250,000 last year. 
They paid fire losses amount 
ing to $7,800,000. lor cominis- 
sions to ageuts and taxes, li- 
conses and miscellaneous expenses, the 
companies pay about one-third of their 
collections. So they were really out of 
pocket $1,000,000, or more, on the busi- 
ness in these eight states. 

Mr. Sam Tupper, secretary of the South- 
eastern Tariff Association, says that the 
companies have been doing a losing biisi- 
ness in the south, as a whole. Ifere in 
Georgia, they make about 8 ger cent. In 
South Carolina, they make 4 per cent. 
‘But these are the best states in the terri 
tory. Florida and Mississippi are dead 
losers all the time. ‘The companies have 
to take earnings from other states to pay 
their losses in some of the southern etates. 
This is attributed to various CAUSES, 
Charleston and Atlanta have splendid fire 
departments, and the losses in these two 
cities are comparatively small, But in 
many towns and cities, either the depart- 
ments are ineflicient through’ lack — of 
equipment or the chiefs are not successful 
in fighting fires, 

There are good and bad 
country. The valley of Virginia is as differ- 
ent from another part of the state as a 
risk as the Equitable building is different 
from an old rattle trap of a house. So, 
the tariff association, in deciding to in- 
crease the revenue of the eompanies, did 
not pass a resolution to inerease the tariff, 
but simply -to enforce it. ‘The executive 
board Was instructed to see that the tariff 
is carried ouf or lived up to. Tiere in At- 
lanta, the effeet will be to advance the 
rates in jndividual ¢ases where concessions 
have been made, but there. Will be = no 
general adyanee. It may turn out that 
the difference will not be noticeable Igpre. 
In a city like Jacksonville, the insured will 
have to come up to the line, and pay the 
tariff figures.
